|Railroad Employes Carry 900- Pound. 
Casket 10 Miles to Town 
in Montana.

PARIS, Dec. 27.—National  fu- 
neral services were held at a Paris 
railroad station for victims of the 
Lagny train disaster today as the 
deaths of two women increased fa- 
talities to 202. 

An enormous crowd gathered in 
the great, black-draped under- 
ground hall of the east station, 
which had been transformed into 
a chapel where rows of coffins lay. 
Here it was that the bodies had 
been placed for identification after 
the crash Saturday night at Lagny, 
near here, when the Strasbourg 
flyer ran into the rear of a fog- 
bound express.

Roach, agreeing with 
Daily, sent the papers to City Coun- 


selor Hay.

and $7.95 a ton, net, at Howard’s 


Bend were made by the Ste. Gene- 


vieve Lime and Cement Co., Mera- 
mec Portland Cement Co., Alumi- 
num Co. of America, Hunkins-Wil- 
lis Lime and Cement Co., Glencoe 
Lime and Cement Co. and Missis- 
sippi Lime and Material Co. Daily 
said the price was established by 
the Lime Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and approved by the NRA, and 
the figure was known two weeks 
before the bids were opened. 

“It is difficult,” Daily wrote to 
Roach, “to imagine the Lime Manu- 
facturers’ Association making a low 
code price, and it is equally diffi- 
cult to believe the officials of the 
NRA are familiar with local condi- 
tions which govern the cost of man- 
ufacturing lime.”

Appellate Court Supports Sher- 
iff Munie in Refusal to 
Answer Citation. 


Dog track interests in Illinois 
lost a legal decision yesterday when 
the Illinois Appellate Court at 
Mount Vernon supported Sheriff 
Jerome Munie of St. Clair County 
in his refusal to answer to a con- 
tempt citation by City Judge Bor- 
ders of East St. Louis, as the re- 
sult of a raid on the Cahokia dog 
track last August. 

An appeal was taken by R. V. 
Gustin, attorney for the Madison 
Kennel Club, operating the track, 
after Circuit Judge L. Potter Har- 
riss of Du Quoin, sitting at Belle- 
ville last August, had ruled Sheriff 
Munie was not in contempt in stop- 
ping dog racing at the track and 
freed him on an attachment writ 
issued by Judge Borders. 

Judge Borders on July 27 grant- 
ed a temporary injunction to of- 
ficials of the kennel club to pre- 
vent county authorities from inter- 
fering with the races. 

The Sheriff and his deputies ar- 
rested 32 betting cashiers and 
ticket sellers at the track and the 
order for the Sheriff to appear be- 
fore Judge Borders followed. When 
Coroner Boyne went with a writ of 
attachment to Belleville, however, 
Munie obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus from Judge Harriss, pre- 
venting him from being taken to 
East St. Louis. 

Subsequently Judge Borders 
fined the Sheriff and his chief 
deputy, Oscar L. Becker, $500 each 
for failing to appear on contempt 
citations.

WEATHER BALLOON 
ASCENDS 15 MILES 


INTO STRATOSPHERE 
| 


Recording Device Shows 71 
Below Zero at That Height 
in Canadian Test. 


By the Associated Press. 


TORONTO, Dec. 27.—A report on 
20 of 24 small, brightly colored bal- 
loons released by Canadian meteor- 


Ologists during the 1933 “Polar 
Year” to obtain data on the upper 
air levels and their influence on 
the earth’s weather vas made pub- 
lic yesterday by Dr. J. Patterson, 
director of the meteorological serv- 
ice of Canada. The balloons were 


sent aloft from Calgary. Four 
have not been found. 
Measuring instruments’ carried 


by the balloons showed 15 of them 
reached the tropopause, next high- 
est level to the stratosphere. One 
penetrated the stratosphere to’ 80,- 
710 feet, more than 15 miles up. Its 
thermometer registered 71 degrees 
below zero. The coldest tempera- 
ture, however, was recorded by a 
balloon released last April 13, 
which reached only 42,060 feet, but 
showed 99.4 degrees below zero. 

The meteorological service is now 
working to perfect meteorographs 
for measuring humidity in the up- 
‘per layers of air. 


The 15-mile altitude reached by 
the Canadian weather balloon is be- 
lieved to be the greatest height for 
which any data have been obtained. 
The temperature recorded, how- 
ever, is not remarkably low. Hu- 
man observers in stratosvhere bal- 
loons—the American, TG. W. Set- 
tle, the Belgian, Prof. Auguste Pic- 


tists—have reported extremely low 
temperatures at the 11l-mile level.

THE NEU MURDER CASE. 

For 11 years, the murder of Officer Neu upon a 
St. Louis County highway has been unavenged by s0- 
ciety, notwithstanding the three men involved in the 
murder are known and sincere efforts have been 
made to bring the guilty to justice. 

Failure of another St. Louis County grand jury 
to bring anyone to trial for the crime adds one 
more incident to this unsavory tale. Mysterious 
influences seemingly have kept the brutal murder 
of an officer of the law from resulting in the in- 
dictment of anyone or appearance of any clear reason 
why there should be any mystery about the case. 

The last man to attempt an end to this farce is the 
new Prosecutor of St. Louis County, C. Arthur An- 
derson. Mr. Anderson made a thorough presentation 
of the evidence before the present grand jury. He 
had promised that if any new evidence were found to 
justify bringing the case up again, he would bring it 
up, and he did. 

Officer Neu was murdered on the Gravois road 
when he halted three men who were speeding with 
a stolen automobile which had been used in a mail 
robbery the day before. The trio were gangsters. 
Witnesses saw the shooting, and recently a convict 
in the Missouri Penitentiary, a member of the trio 
who knows all about the crime, told the details. 
The case is even worse than this. One of the three 
men involved is now living in California. When an 
effort was made to extradite him to Missouri, upon 
another charge, postoffice inspectors interceded with 
others in his behalf and urged the Governor of Cali- 
fornia to refuse extradition. These same influences 
tried to deter the then Governor of Missouri, Henry 
Caulfield, from asking that the man be turned over 
to Missouri authorities to serve sentence for another 
crime, and to pardon him instead. 

Fortunately, this is not the end of the matter. 
There is no statute of limitations in the taking of 
human life. The murderers in this case are as well 
known as those in any case to which Justice has ad- 
dressed herself. Mr. Anderson and his assistants 
should not be content with the failure of their effort, 
but should make another one. We hope they Keep 
on trying until the welfare of the people takes prece- | 
dence over all that super-officialdom, even on the 
part of the Government itself, which has defeated 
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justice in the Neu murder.

AMNESTY BY THE PRESIDENT. 
Mr. Roosevelt's humane spirit and his of 
justice were shown again in his Christmas proclama 
tion amnesty to the 1500 men and women who 
‘had been convicted of seditious and anti-draft utter- 
‘ances during the World War. It was a fine gesture, | 
restoring citizenship and public rights to persons | 
' who long ago had served out their terms. They had | 
made amends for actions that, in many instances, | 
would have been tolerated had not the people and the 
authorities, in the tension of war days, been unduly 
sensitive to pacifist and radical utterances. The 
President suitably chose the seasen of “peace on) 
earth, good will to men” for his action. | 
The case of these persons for pardon had been | 
valid for some years past, yet no action had been 
taken. The Department of Justice had been peti- 
tioned to recommend a blanket amnesty tor them, 
but without result. Bills had been introduced in 
Congress in the Coolidge afd Hoover terms, calling 
on the President to act; they failed to get out of 
committee. Mr. Coolidge, responding to a petition, 
merely advised that the persons affected apply indi- 
vidually through the Department of Justice. Mr. 
Hoover not only declined to act, but refused to see a 
delegation that sought to present the question. 
- There will be general approval of the President’s 
action in displaying magnanimity to these war-time 
offenders. The states where war-inspired statutes 
still bar these people from full citizenship would do 
well to follow suit. 
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TWENTY CENTS A MONTH. 

| It has been a busy year for the Illinois Public 
Service Commission. It has held 991 hearings, en- 
tered 1029 orders and received 594 new cases, ac- 
| cording to the annual report of Benjamin F. Lind-' 
heimer, chairman. The commission has been work- 
|ing hard for that forgotten man, the consumer. Hav- 
| ing received complaints from all over Illinois about 
| high electric rates, it cited 27 leading electric utili- 
| ties of the State to show cause why their charges 
should not be reduced. The commission’s activities 
got results, too. The 1,752,331 consumers of the 27 
companies involved will. save $3,954,490 a year, as 
the result of the reductions it produced. 

it is a tidy sum—$3,954,490. But suppose we divide 
it into the total number of consumers. assuming that 
every domestic customer benefited as much. on the | 
average, as the commercial user. The computation | 
shows an average saving of $2.25 per year per con: 
sumer. That, reduced to a monthly basis, discloses 
a saving of less than 20 cents a month. 

Such an example of state regulation as Illinois 
furnishes for 1933 is one of the reasons the tidal 
wave of public ownership is flowing steadily on. 
Alongside the figures announced by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, a saving representing two ice cream 
sodas a month doesn’t mean verv much.

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‘The Silver Question 


T IS very difficult for Americans of this 
@ generation to think dispassionately about 

silver. To a large part of the nation, the 
city dwellers, it is the symbol of dangers 
that were averted once and for all in 1896; 
to discuss seriously the place of silver in 
the monetary system of the world seems 
like reviving a heresy that was exploded 
long ago. I know that I have never, until 
in recent years I began to realize it, been 
able to overcome my own childish memories 
of 1896, and that intuitively I have looked 
upon silver as too discredited and disreput- 
able to be studied with an open mind. There 
must be many who have this- ingrained 
prejudice. 

In the 30 years or so since 1896, the preju- 
dice has been confirmed by two things. One 
is that silver was associated with Bryan, 
and Bryan came to be associated in many 
minds with prohibition, with laws against 
the teaching of evolution, and with an ap- 
palling naivete on the subject of interna- 
tional peace. The other is that the Republi- 
can victory of 1896 onan anti-silver platform 
was followed by an era of very great pros- 
perity. As a consequence, those who were 
on the winning side in 1896, and those who 
went to school to them in the years since 
then, approach monetary questions with a 
deep bias that silver is one thing a sound- 
thinking America does not think about. 
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But the silver question, which men de- 
bated so furiously between 1873 and 1896, 
has not been dead. It has been dormant. 
When the basic difficulties of the last quar: 
ter of the nineteenth century returned, when 
gold prices fell and then continued to de- 
cline, the silver question was revived, and 
we are compelled to reconsider it. The ac- 
tion of the President in ordering the pur- 
chase of all silver newly mined in the Unit- 
ed States is generally recognized as signifi- 
cant because it brings silver to the front as 
a practical problem. 

That this action was not a mere Christ- 
mas present to American silver miners, but 
is part of a large monetary program, is evi- 
dent to anyone who examines the historical 
record of which it is a part. On June 19, the 
administration submitted to the London con- 
ference a currency program which is known 
as the Pittman resolution. This proposal 
dealt with silver as well as gold. It called 
for re-establishment of a reformed interna- 
tional gold standard. As to gold, it called 
for a reduction of the gold reserve ratio of 
central banks to 25 per cent. As to silver, 
it called for two things; one was that the 
price of silver should be raised, and the 
other was that as much as one-fifth of the 
metal cover of central banks should be per- 
mitted to be in silver. The Pittman resolu- 
tion thus committed the Roosevelt adminis- 


tration to an effort to raise the world price * 


of silver and to the revival of the use of 
silver as part of the metal cover of the 
currency. | 

At London, Senator Pittman negotiated an 
agreement, among the silver-owning coun- 
tries and the silver-producing countries, 
which dealt with one part of this program; 
that is, the effort to raise the world price 
of silver. The countries, like India, which 
have large stocks of silver, agreed not to 
dump them; the countries which produce 
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silver, like the United States, agreed to buy 
up or withhold from the market the new 
production. It is in accordance with this in- 
ternational agreement that the President has 
now acted, and presumably the other silver 
countries will do their agreed part, 
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But, in the light of the Pittman resolu- 
| tion, this measure is clearly only a first and 
| a preliminary step. It merely stabilizes, per- 
| haps at a higher level, the price of silver as 
a commodity. But the procedure is artificial 
as long as silver is merely withheld from 
the market, as long as there is no new de 
mand for silver created. The Pittman reso- 
lution, however, proposes to create a new 
demand for silver by making silver a part 
of the permitted legal reserves of the cur- 
rency. If this were done, silver would cease 
to be a mere commodity in the Western 
world, and would become a substitute for 
an additional supply of new gold. 

What we have to understand is why the 
advocates of silver believe that increasing 
its price and adding it to the stock of mone- 
tary metal] is so important and may be so 
beneficial. In seeking to understand this, we 
must dismiss from our minds the charge 
that the advocacy of silver comes only from 
special interests and from cranks. There are 
private interests behind the silver agitation, 
and they stand to benefit: There are silver 
cranks, plenty of them. But there are also 
disinterested men who earnestly believe in 
the importance of silver, and they are en- 
titled to be met in fair and open debate. 
Their argument is not answered by point- 
ing out that the silver interests believe in 
it any more than the argument for balancing 
the budget is answered by pointing out that 
the bankers believe in that. 

The most persuasive part of the silver ar- 
gument is the light which it throws upon the 
causes of the fall of world prices since 1925, 
and of their collapse in 1929. Before anyone 
is entitled to feel reasonably sure that he 
knows what he is doing when he advocates 
an immediate return to the gold standard, 
he needs to have an intelligible explanation 
as to why world prices began to fall while 
England, Italy and France were in the pro- 
cess of returning to the gold standard, and 
why they collapsed a little more than a year 
after the stabilization was completed. 
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When a country returns to the 
dard, it promises to redeem ts money in 
gold. Its money consists, of course, of its 
currency plus its bank deposits. It is im- 
possible to have it all covered by gold. There 
is not enough gold. In order to keep people 
from calling for gold, there must, however, 
be enough gold on hand to make them be- 
lieve they could get it if they wanted it. 
The workable proportion seems to be some- 
where. between $10 and $15 of bank credit 
plus currency to $1 of gold, 3 

If, therefore, a dollar of gold is drawn 
out of the banks, and hoarded or taken out 
of the country, somewhere between $10 and 
$15 of credit have to be canceled. This is not 
an absolutely accurate statement, but, broad- 
ly speaking, it is true. 

It follows that if for any reason there is

URING Christmas week, 1872, the last spike was driven in 
D the extension of the Katy Railroad that connected Texas 
with the North and East.

As recently as six months ago, this railroad was apparently ap- 
proaching a crisis—its cherished Southwestern independence 
jeopardized.

On behalf of this railroad 
which I have the honor to head, I did so, freely and without re- 
straint. I told simply what the pioneering Katy has meant, in 
originally opening and then contributing to the subsequent de- 
velopment of the Southwest.

that muscles may be responsible 
for damage to themselves by vir- 
tue of their own power of contrac- 
tion. While an uncommon form of 
injury, muscles have been known 
to rupture or break. 

Muscle injuries may also be due 
to external violence. A blow upon 
a muscle during a boxing bout or 
as the result of being hit by a 
ball, or other hard object, may 
cause & temporary paralysis of the 
affected muscle and a partial rup- 
ture of the muscle fibers.

A Flank Steak Dinner 


The menu: 
Soup. 

Stuffed flank steak 
Cracked hominy croquettes 
Baked creamed egg plant 

Bacon muffins 

Danish apple cake. 


The recipes: 

Stuffed Flank Steak. 

Have the butcher score a large 
flank steak. Cover generously with 
flour on both sides and round well 
into meat. Prepare a dressing, 
using one-half pound of chopped, 
sauted mushrooms, one cup of 
bread crumbs which have been 
soaked in milk, then squeezed dry, 
one teaspoon of ground sage, salt 
and pepper and one large finely 
chopped onion and one-half cup of 
minced celery which have been 
cooked together until soft and yel- 
low. Mix all together and spread 
thickly over meat. Roll and tie. 
Rub well with bacon drippings, salt 
and pepper and dredge with flour. 
Brown quickly in a Dutch oven or 
roasting pan. Add one cup of water 
and one-half cup of tomato pulp 
and cover tightly. Cook slowly from 
one and a half to two hours accord- 
ing to size of steak, basting often, 
and adding more hot water at in- 
tervals so as to have plenty of 
gravy. When tender, remove the 
meat and if the gravy is not thick 
enough add one tablespoon of flour 
moistened with a little water and 
let boil up. 

Cracked Hominy Croquettes. 

Soak two cups of cracked hominy 
over night in cold water to cover. 
Drain and cook in a double boiler 
with one cup of water, and when 
liquid is absorbed add two cupfuls 
of scalded milk, one and a half tea- 
spoons of salt and cook until milk 
is absorbed, stirring occasionally. 
Cook about two hours” Add the 
yolks of two slightly beaten eggs 
and one-half teaspoon of pepper. 
Mix well. Pour out on a buttered 
platter to cool. Form into cro- 
quettes and dip in rolled and sifted

Baked Creamed Eggplant. 

Peel and cut one large or two 
small eggplants into chunks. Salt 
and let stand an hour or longer. 
Cover with water and just bring to 
a boil. Squeeze well, then saute in 
a generous amount of butter until 
tender, watching carefully so as not 
to brown. Place in a casserole and 
dredge lightly with flour. Cover 
with rich cream and bake in oven 
about 30 minutes. 

Bacon Muffins. 

Break into small pieces enough 
cooked bacon to make three-fourths 
of a cup. Sift together one cup of 
white cornmeal, one cup of flour, 
one teaspoon of salt, four teaspoons 
of baking powder and one-fourth 
cup of sugar. Beat two whole eggs 
light, add one scant cup of milk 
and add to the first mixture. Beat 
hard, then add one-fourth cup of 
melted butter and the bacon. Pour 
into hot, well-buttered muffin pans 
and bake about 25 minutes in a 
moderate oven. | 

Danish Apple Cake. 

Roll one small box of graham 
crackers. Place in a shallow pan, 
dot with one-fourth-cup of butter 
and sprinkle with one large table- 
spoon of sugar which has _ been 
mixed with one-half teaspoon of 
cinnamon. Set in oven to slightly 
brown, stirring so as not to burn. 
Butter a baking dish and cover bot- 
tom with one-half of the buttered 
crumbs. Have three cups of thick 
apple sauce which has been cooked 
with the rind and juice of one 
lemon and three-fourths cup of su- 
gar. Over the crumbs place half 
of the apple sauce. Cover with the 
remaining crumbs, reserving one- 
half cup to cover top. Spread on 
the remaining apple sauce, then the 
crumbs. Place in refrigerator iau- 
til ready to serve. Set dish in hot 
water and loosen edges with a 
knife. Turn on platter and garnish 
with sweetened and flavored 
whipped cream.
